STRIKERS IN RANKS 


EXTREMELY RARE 


Ohio Miners in Specially 


Good Shape-Industrial 


Peace.

Indianapolis. Sept. 5.—The auditing 


committee of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America have completed their 
Quarterly report and presented it to 
W. H. Wolson, secretary-treasurer 01 
the organization. 


It presents a significent token ol 


the industrial peace now existing be- 
tween the operator and the miner. 
With a membership of 325,000 scat- 
tered throughout the states, from coast 
to coast, less than 2,000 men are on 
strike. Incidentally, the report show- 
ed how serenely the officials of the 
organization are watching the world 
go by, as they now have $999,610.94 
in cash in their treasury and an in- 
come approximating $60,0000 a month. 
The situation, so far as the mine 
workers are concerned, has never been 
more gratifying in the history of their 
union. 


The United Mine Workers of Ohio, 


according to Secretary Savage, now 
has a membership of about 4,000. The 
Ohio branch has a cash balance of 
nearly $90,000 on hand for strike pur- 
poses, and an income of about $6,000 
a month for that purpose. 
Mr. Sav- 


age stated that throughout Ohio there 
was not a single strike on at the pre- 
sent time and bad not been for several 
weeks. All the differences between the 
men and their employers had been 
settled amicably and no trouble was 
looked for from any quarter. 


In Illinois there ore 43,000 members 


of the Miners' union and the defense 
fund there amounts to $541.000. These 
reserve funds are used only to pay 
strike benefits.

Story of Eye Witness. 


W. P. Burt. of this city, was the 


only eye-witnesB of the accident, and 
to The Age, Mr. Burt told an Interest- 
ing story of what ho had seen of It. 


"I was on my way home from my 


farm" said Mr. Burt, "and about 5 
o'clock, was near the township line 
on the Lafayette road. I saw a cloud 
of dust coining down the road, and as 
tho horse that made it came nearer, 
I could see that it was George Nor- 
man. 
The horse was running, but 


it did not look like a runaway; more 
as though it had beon whipped up, 
and the driver was letting it have 
Us bit. Norman's hat was off, and 
he had hold of the reins. I turned 
to tho side, and his horse veered and 
passed rno in safety. I 
turned 
to 


watch it, and the dust almost 
ob- 


scured my view. However, when the 
rig was about sixty feet from me, I 
saw the top of the buggy, above the 
cloud of dust, shake as though the 
wheels had run over something. Then 
the dust closed in and I could see 
no more. 


Head Horribly Cut. 


"I felt worried over it, and hitched 


my horse at a telephone pole and 
walked back. There in the road I 
found Mr. Norman, his head horribly 
cut and bruised, and his left ear al- 
most torn off, with a deep gash in the 
side of the head. I could sec in the 
dust that he had been dragged for 
sonic distance. 
I imagine that 
his 


ear had been cut by the step of the 
buggy. It was evident that he had 
fallen off the seat and pitched head- 
long out of the rig. I felt and found 
no hones broken, and then some min- 
ers living near came to my assist- 
ance. 
We got him tip and washed 


off, and from the Infirmary, .near by, 
telephoned for a physician from Co- 
shocton. The infirmary team hitched 
up, and tho injured man was taken 
to Lafayette." 


His horse and buggy were

near Lafayette later in the evening.

Turkish guards and attack the for- 
eigners from within. It is a matter 
of some comment that there are only 
about 200 marines with the European 
squadron, but these with the kavasses 
already in the service of the legation 
and with the Turkish guards assigned 
to Mr. Lslshman will, it is believed, 
prove sufficient for any emergency 
likely to arise. 


Officials of the state department, 


commenting upon the Item from Paris 
saying that ships of foreign powers 
would be sent to Turkish waters, 
•tated that the United States was now 
sending ships to Turkish waters. The 
term Turkish waters" does not mean 
Constantinople, they say, and while 
the whole eastern portion of the Med- 
iterranean might be covered with 
warships, It was possible that none of 
them would force the 
Dardanelles. 


After the Crimean war a treaty was 
made which was followed up by sub- 
sequent treaties which prohibit war- 
ships from entering the Dardanelles 
without the consent of Turkey, and 
Turkey must have the assent ol all 
th* signatory powers.
